Findings of Judge Otis Will 


Annul Minnesota Laws. 


NO CONTROL OVER RAILROADS 


Commonwealth Would Be Unable lo 


Regulate Rates on Carrying Lines 


Within Its Borders and the Federal 


Government Likewise Would Be De­ 


void of Power to Alter the Tariffs 


Fixed by the Railroads. 


St. Paul. Sept. 24.— If the findings 
of law and fact of Judge Otis, s o c ia l 
Minster in chancery, in the Minnesota 
rate cases are affirmed by the United 
States circuit court and reaffirmed by 
the 
supreme 
court 
of 
the 
United 
States, .Minnesota w ill stand in the 
unique i>osition of having one of its 
most im portant powers annulled for 
all time— that of exercising a govern­ 
ing influence over tile affairs of public 
service 
corporations 
doing 
business 
within its borders. 
St. Paul law yers who have carefully 
perused the findings within the past 
two days state without reserve that 
it is one of the most sweeping de­ 
cisions from the standpoint of pop­ 
ular 
rights 
and 
state 
sovereignty 
which the master in chancery could 
have framed. 
Not only is every point contended 
for by the state ignored and every 
contention of the railroads upheld, hut 
in 
its 
farreaching 
significance tin 
finding, according to critical lawyers 
lays the state and the people of the 
state open to railroad aggression and 
domination such as no other railroad 
legislation or judicial decision in the 
United States has made possible. 
According to former Attorney Gen­ 
eral Young, chief counsel for the state, 
there are 
two 
points 
involved 
in 
Judge Otis' findings of the most vital 
importance to the people of Minne­ 
sota. 
The first and most important of 
these is the fictitious and arbitrary 
values set upon the railroad proper­ 
ties 
upon which a 
reasonable 
per­ 
centage of profits is based and upon 
which Judge Otis decided that the 
rates in controversy in Minnesota are 
confiscatory. 
The Second is the method and ratio 
employed in fixing the relative cost 
of interstate and intrastate passenger 
and freight business 
in 
Minnesota 
contrary, it is said, to the*settled rul­ 
ings of the United States supreme 
court, and an injustice to the state. 
These two questions w ill be the prin­ 
cipal points to he fought out in the 
supreme court, for it is conceded they 
constitute the real life of Judge Otis 
decision. 
It is not believed that the 
conflict of state and Interstate law 
w ill be upheld. 
lf Findings Are Upheld. 


The following are the precise re­ 
sults if the findings of Judge Otis iii 
the Minnesota 
rate 
cases are sus­ 
tained by the United States supreme 


court: 
pirat— If the injunction is sustained 
the 2-cent passenger law w ill go out 
of force and the 3-t ent rate will be au­ 
tom atically restored. 
Second— The merchandise rates in 
effect since November, 1906, w ill be 
discontinued 
and 
the old 
rates 
re 


stored. 
Third— Commodity rates on lumber, 
coal, grain and live stock w ill he pre­ 
vented from ever going into effect. 
Fourth— In general the state of M in­ 
nesota w ill be prevented from ever 
attempting to regulate railroad rates. 
The 
state 
railroad 
and 
warehouse 
commission w ill be shorn of all hut 
nominal powers. 
Pifth — 'The right to fix and regulate 
rates is taken from the state, and is 
not conferred upon the federal gov­ 
ernment, for the supreme court has 
repeatedly held that the national gov­ 
ernment cannot regulate rates on traf­ 
fic beginning 
and 
ending within a 


Sixth— If the finding that it costs 
two and one-half times more to handle 
intrastate than interstate business is 
sustained it w ill prevent the rates 
sought to be restored from ever being 
reduced 
under 
any 
circumstances 
without regard to changed conditions 
or increase in volume of business. 
Seventh— The decision 
that 
rates 
shall be adjusted to correspond to 
valuation 
of property 
w ill 
make it 
possible for railroads 
to 
issue 
im­ 
mense 
quantities 
of watered 
stock. 
The inflated value may be further in­ 
flated at any time, giving the railroads 
an 
additional 
margin 
for 
stock 
is

Atlantic City, N. J.. Sept. 24.— After 
a debate of more than three hours 
the national encampment of the G. 
A. R. at its final session on the Steel 
pier indefinitely postponed action on 
the controversy 
over 
the statue of 
Robert E. I*ee 
in statuary hall 
at 
Washington. 
The vote was 
133 
to 
102, a small total compared with tile 
vote of 827 cast 
for commander-in 
chief. 
The encampment rejected the propo­ 
sition recommending that congress be 
asked to grant each Union veteran of 
the C ivil war a pension of $1 a day 
for life, but endorsed the McCumber 
bill now in congress relating to pro­ 
vision for widows. 
The question of 
the Grand A rm y’s attitude on the Lee 
statue matter was one of the most 
important the encampment has had to 
deal with in years. 
The conservative 
element 
controlled 
the encampment 
and won the day on the argument that 
the bitterness engendered in the Civil 
war was disappearing and that sec­ 
tional hatred should not be revived; 
that action adverse to the Lee statue 
would do more harm than good, espe­ 
cially to the G. A. R., and last, but 
not least, that the state of Virginia, 
under the act of congress in 1864. had 
the right to place in statuary hall the 
image of any man from that state 
whose memory it chose to perpetuate 
W hen the afternoon session con 
vened and it was seen that less than 
250 representatives were present out 
of over 800 in attendance the previous 
day W . A. Ketchum of Indiana en­ 
deavored to have the whole matter go 
over until next year on the ground 
that a vote would not express the sen­ 
timents of the entire membership of 
the G. A. R. 
Among those who 
spoke for the 
majority report were Commander-in- 
Chief Van Sant, Chairm an Torrence. 
General Burdett of Washington, Con­ 
gressman Gardner of Michigan and 
Corporal Jam es Tanner. 
Ketchum led 
the opposition. 
A rising vote V as taken and there 
was some doubt as to the result until 
the tellers announced that the vote 
was 133 to 102 in favor of the motion 
to postpone. 
Following the debate the encamp­ 
ment installed the newly elected offi 
cers. Then “ taps" was sounded, bring 
ing the encampment to a close.

«arly to the Saratoga convention. 
It 
aas announced .shortly after the colo­ 
nel reached his town offices from Oys­ 
ter Bay that he had decided to start 
from New York for Saratoga a1 12:40 
a. in. on Sunday. 
Visitors were numerous at the colo­ 
nel's 
city 
headquarters. 
His early 
callers included Paul Morton, former 
secretary of the navy; Colonel George 
VV. 
Dunn of Binghampton, ex-chair­ 
man of the Republican state commit­ 
tee, and Maynard N. Clement, state 
commissioner of excise. 
The leaders in this city of both the 
“ old 
guard" and 
the "progressive" 
camps of the Republican party are 
packing their grips 
preparatory to 
marching on Saratoga for the final 
fight. 
The state convention will open 
there Sept. 27. 
W illiam Barnes, Jr., of Albany, lead­ 
er of the old guard, w ill he first of 
the notables to arrive at the seat of 
war. 
He w ill he In Saratoga before 
sundown and 
by nightfall 
will 
he

Lee O'Neil Browne Refused Recogni­ 
tion at Convention. 


East St. Louis, 111., Sept. 24.— Lee 
O ’Neil Browne, recently acquitted of 
bribery in connection with the elec­ 
tion of United States Senator Lorimor, 
was refused recognition twice on the 
floor of the Illinois Democratic state 
convention here. 
As a member of 
the resolutions committee he was told 
by Boger C. Sullivan, national com­ 
mitteeman of the Democratic party in 
Illinois, not to assert himself. 
Tile platform adopted was different 
in many planks from the draft which 
the committee took into its room. 
The Democratic party, according to 
the platform, admitted that Senator 
ix irimer was elected by the votes of 
some of Its party, but does not as­ 
sume that it has any political interest 
in Senator Lorimor and his election 
is deplored. 
Tile original draft condemned “ bath­ 
room 
tactics" and “ jackpot 
legisla­ 
tion." 
These words were eliminated 
by the committee, according 
to the 
secretary, because they were objec­ 
tionable. 
A plank maintaining that the people 
are entitled to as low prices on sc’act! 
books as prevail in other states and 
urging that efforts he made to obtain 
such a reduction was inserted in the 
committee room. 
The platform came out squarely for 
home rule for cities and villages after 
the resolutions committee reached an 
agreement. 
The plank opposing the 
cum ulative system of voting for legis­ 
lators was eliminated 
Otherwise the 
platform on which 
the 
Democratic j 
party w ill seek votes in 
November 
was the same as the original draft.

Clerk of Equipment Company on the 
Witness Stand. 


Chicago,

rectly charging F. H. Niles, president, 
and W illiam Farragher, secretary, ol 
the Blue Island Car Equipment com 
pany, with padding and fraudulently 
changing car repair bills made up to 
the Illinois Central Railroad company 
was given in municipal court during 
the hearing of the so called car repair 
"g raft” cases 
Arthur Bayfield, general clerk for 
the equipment company, was the wit­ 
ness who told of the alleged practices 
by which in 
all 
the 
railroad 
was 
mulcted out of more than $l,000,0u0. 
In one month, said Bayfield— in Au­ 
gust, 1909— the Blue Island company 
defrauded the Illinois Central out of 
*30,00. 
In February, 1908. having been 
treated unfairly, as he believed, by tho 
company, he became suspicious am*, 
thereafter kept a private account o 
the actual repairs made for his owl 
information and protection should he 
lose his position. 
This private book was prduced in 
court, and from it Bayfield read the to­ 
tal car repair cost for Illinois Central 
cars in August, 1909, to be $16,000, 
whereas the alleged padded bills, he 
said, made the total charges for $46,- 
OOO.

Exam ination of the engine and air­ 
brakes showed that he had reversed 
the lever and set the air in an effort 
to check the train. 
The dead and injured were placed 
on the relief train and taken to Nor­ 
ton, Kan., where the injured were put 
in a hospital. 
None of the injured is 
in a serious condition. 
The washout 
was repaired and traffic resumed. 
The train, running at full speed, 
plunged into the gap. the engine and 
mail car going down into twenty feet 
of water and the chair car almost tel­ 
escoped the smoker ahead. 
Many of 
the passengers 
in these cars were 
killed. 
Others were carried into the 
stream with the wreckage and it was 
many hours before their bodies could 
be recovered. 
Passengers in the Pullm an and day 
coaches, hurled from their berths and 
chairs by the shock, hurried out into 
the storm and gave what assistance 
they could to the injured. 
Others hurried to Clayton, where 
the news of the accident was wired 
to division headquarters, and within 
half an hour physicians and nurses 
and a wreck train were hurried to the 
scene from Norton, Colby and Good­ 
land, Kan., aud Phillipsburg. 
Members of 
the Topeka 
baseball 
team of the W estern league, on their 
w ay to Denver, were occupants of the 
Pullman, but escaped injury.

Trinity churchyard. 
“Cyrus Field several years ago made 
the experiment of erecting a monu­ 
ment to the ill fated Major Andre near 
Tarrytown, but It was not long in jx>- 
sition before it was dynamited. 
About 
ten years ago a Chicago newspaper 
woman suggested that it would be a 
graceful act if the American visitors 
to Quebec commemorated their annual 
invasion of that historic city by put­ 
ting up a statue of General Richard 
.Montgomery, who was killed leading 
an assault on the city on Dec. 31, 177.". 
“The Quebecers stated frankly that 
if such a monument were erected it 
would not long be in position.

A political revolution which will be 
participated in by almost the entire 
west aud will probably result in the 
formation of a new political party, but 
which may give the Democrats a vic­ 
tory in national elections, was prophe­ 
sied by Governor B. IL Brooks of W y­ 
oming 
recently 
should 
government 
control of the natural resources of the 
country be persisted in by conserva­ 
tionists and maintained by the Repub­ 
lican party. 
"Tile proposition of deriving federal 
revenue from any of our physical re­ 
sources is most repugnant,” said Gov­ 
ernor Brooks, “and if persisted In will 
cause a revolution in western politics. 
We are progressive out there, but we 
want progress along the line of law 
and do not w ant a bureaucratic rul­ 
ing.” 


D iffers W i t h R oosevelt. 
Governor Brooks’ reasons for this 
feeling among the public laud states 
were that the western people believe 
state 
control 
of 
natural 
resources 
would menu better protection for the 
resources themselves aud closer guard­ 
ianship of the rights of the people. In 
his statement he took exceptions to 
many of the opinions of Colonel Roose­ 
velt 
as 
expressed 
in 
his 
Denver 
speech, severely scored the present 
forestry service and declared govern­ 
ment control of resources had resulted 
In all the abuses that have caused the 
conservation movement. 
“There is ti sentim ent in the west." 
he said, “that we have been misrep­ 
resented; that In our ambitions and 
development we permit fraudulent ac­ 
quisition of natural resources like coal 
and 
oil, 
timber aud 
wntor 
power, 
whereas we tire bitterly opposed to it. 
and all the frauds have occurred un­ 
der the federal government and with 
the states standing by powerless to 
take any action, having no rights lu 
the matter. 
“ In Wyoming with our w ater it is 
different, because under the state con­ 
stitution Wyoming was given actual 
ownership of all water. 
We can’t part 
title with it. and we have passed strict 
laws under which we permit its use by 
a sort of license system for beneficial 
purposes only. 
We feel that tty this 
able administration we have dem on­ 
strated clearly the worth of state su ­ 
pervision and if given equal powers of 
supervision In regard to timbers and 
minerals could show equal success iu 
handling and m anaging them. 


Fe d e ra l L e a s in g Opposed. 
“One thing is sure—the west will 
oppose the lensing of the remaining 
public lands by the federal govern­ 
ment, because it is sure to interfere 
with settlement. 
Moreover, we will 
insist upon absolute state supervision 
of all water power privileges. 
“The people in the east have no con­ 
ception 
of the 
feeling 
that 
exists 
against the forestry service as it has 
been carried out so far. 
It has in­ 
cluded a great deal of land that is 
far more valuable for settlement and 
agricultural purposes than for tim ­ 
ber 
and 
hits 
universally 
restricted 
grazing to such an extent that the 
mountain country is covered with a 
dense lot of dead grass, so that when 
u tire gets started it is very difficult 
f t eneck it, whereas in the old days 
the open spaces in the forests were 
grazed closely and fire couldn’t spread 
from one section to another. 
“In the west we still have millions 
of acres of public lands inviting set­ 
tlement. 
Our land offices are busier 
than ever. New settlers are flocking in 
by the thousands, and all are welcome. 
In properly settling this vast territory 
we believe in sticking to the Lincoln 
policy, which has been indorsed by 
public opinion and tested by experi­ 
ence. 


W a n t s L a n d S e ttled . 
“That policy has been to facilitate 
in every possible way the acquisition 
of the public lands by the people, both 
that homes may be made and that 
private enterprise may employ Itself 
in the development of mineral and oth­ 
er natural resources. 
“We simply ask and expect the same 
rights and privileges in building our 
new states as have been enjoyed by 
all the older states In the Union. 
We 
want practical conservation, with the 
largest possible measure of state su ­ 
pervision, under whatever limitation 
may be necessary to guard against 
any possible misuse or monopoly.”
